cluding an honorable arrangement. 
Neither government has gone so far 
that it must fight or be humiliated, but 
either cabinet by a single step can put 
the other in lhat position. This deli- 
cate balance may, of course, be vio- 
lently disturbed any day, though no .ul- 
timatum has yet been thrown on either 
scale.

Breakfast Muffins. 


To make a variety of muffins mix- 


tures, only one foundation rule is re 
quired and this with a little alteration 
may be used over and over again. 


The most generally useful rule seems 


to be: Two cups of pastry flour, three 
teaspoonfuls baking powder, one-half 
teaspoonful salt, two tablespoonfuls su- 
gar, one egg,-one cup milk, two table- 
spoonfuls melted butter or lard. Sift 
the dry materials together into a large 
bowl. Beat the egg in a small bowl, 
add the milk to it and stir into the 
dry materials. Beat well and add the 
shortening. Bake from 15 to 20 min- 
utes in a hot oven. 


This rule ca'i be changed by using 


one-fourth corinieal or one-half graham 
lour or by adding to the rule just be- 
fore baking one cup chopped apples,

boiled rice, cold boiled oatmeal, 


or floured huckleberries.

A "Sally Lunn" can be made by us- 


ing two eggs and one-half cup melted 
buteer instead of two tablespoonfuls. 
If you use more than one egg in a 
muffin mixture it is better to beat the 
whites and yolks separately, adding the 
whites last by folding them in gently.
